Texas gained her independence 
a t the battle of San Jacinto, in 
1836, hut It was not until several 
.J jjaars later that her complete in- 
*,#*pe*Kienc© was 
recognised 
by 
‘Mexico. In the spring of 18 12 San 
Antonio was captured by a Mcxi- 
tsaa army, the Mexicans retreat­ 
ing after a few days. 
Again in 
. th e fall of the same year a large 
Mexican force invaded Texas and 
alemanded the surrender of San 
Antonio- 
Messengers were sent 
to n earb y towns for help. A com 
jMtny of fifty-three men, under the 
mrmnnnrf of 
Captain 
Nicholas 
Dawson, to ft La Grange to go to 
th# reacne of San Antonio. This 
S tile band of gallant men, how- 
- arter* never reached the main army 
Texans. 
When they reached 
th e place where the fighting was 
toking place, they were surround­ 
e d 
by, a 
large Mexican 
force 
arm ed with cannon. 
The Mexi- 
•eaas stayed out of rifle range and 
’ tam ed the cannon loose upon the 
* .ia Grange men. -Of the 
fifty- 
to re e men forty-one were killed, 
.tora escaped, and ten were taken 
y riaanrrs and carried into the in- 
torior of Mexico. 
One of the ten 
eHed of his wounds; the other five 
, to o were wounded recovered. Lat- 
,-ar the prisoners of the ill-fated; 


Mier expedition were brought 
the same prison. 
Soon came the 
order from the Mexican author! 
ties that every tenth man should 
be executed. 
One hundred and 
fifty-three white beans and sev­ 
enteen black ones were placed in 
an earthen jug and the prisoners 
Were forced to draw out a bean 
from the ju g . 
Those who drew 
black beans were carried out to 
the courtyard of tho fortress and 
shot, March 2-4, 1843, almost sev­ 
en days after Texas had won in­ 
dependence. 
After the 
war 
between 
the 
United States and Mexico, Major 
Walter P. Lane made an excursion 
into Mexico and 
demanded 
the 
bones o f those who had been shot. 
fan 1856 the bones of these heroes 
were exhumed, brought back to 
Texas under military escort and 
buried with military 
honors 
on 
Kriesche’s Bluff on the Colorado 
river. This bluff is just across the 
river from the city of I.a Grange. 
Later, the Daughters of the Texas 
Republic had a cement vault some 
IO feet square and 4 feet high 
built above the grave, but until yet 
no suitable monuments marks the 
spot where these heroes who gave 
their lives that Texas might be 
free are buried. 
Those who died in the Alamo 
met death while valiantly fighting. 
The prisoners of Mier were exe­ 
cuted while prisoners of war. Both 
achieved glory everlasting.

There is no question but that eggs 
will never sell high enough so that 
the world’s average egg-produc- 
tion can be made at a profit. No­ 
body on earth, but tho farmer and 
poultry raisers themselves can rem­ 
edy this condition. 
No form of 
legislation can help the situation. 
A farmer or poultryman who can 
do not better than the average is 
doomed to failure and disappoint­ 
ment. 
The “average” most cer­ 
tainly is not good enough if we 
wish to succeed. 
To make a suc­ 
cess, you must be above the av­ 
erage, and the hen must be above 
the average. The average is crowd­ 
ing around at the botton of the lad- 
ber, but there is plenty of room on 
top. 
There are several million 
hens that can lay 60 eggs or less 
in a year but there are only sev­ 
eral thousand in comparison that 
are laying 200 eggs or more a 
year. 
T he Feed S itu atio n 
All kinds of poultry feeds are 
still high, at least so from the 
poultryman’s viewpoint. Prices on 
wheat 
and o a ts 
have .already 
dropped. 
Corn, ntilo a na maize 
have come down a little. 
Bran, 
shorts and mill feeds ure still high, 
but also have started down hill.

The Egg and P ou ltry M arket 
On May I the storage holdings 
for frozen poultry in the United 
States were 21,1119,000 pounds less 
than the five-year average. Con­ 
siderably fewer chickens were rais­ 
ed this spring, a much greater per­ 
cent has already been marketed, 
with reference to hens, and un­ 
questionably there would be a se­ 
rious shortage of pullets this full.

three or four hundred dead and 
wounded, no food, tents, or bed­ 
ding. 
Had it not been for a few 
supplies captured on the , battle 
field our case would have been al­ 
most helplessness. Galling a coun 
sel of war our leaders determined 
at once to retreat. 
And so the 
men were at once marched back 
to Santa Fe, where by coinmate- 
dering every available resource ou* 
wants were partially satisfied. 
It 
was a week or longer before all 
our wounded were brought back 
to the city and a hospital estab­ 
lished. 
Then learning 
that the 
enemy had 
reinforcements 
and 
hopeless of any for ourselves, we 
left our sick and wounded to tho 
mercy of the foe; and commenced* 
our homeward march. 
And right here I wish to pay a 
tribute to the memory of one of^ 
the noblest men I have ever met, 
although he was a federal officer. 
Jim Canby, commander 
of 
the 
Northern troops, came 
into 
the 
city of Santa Fe and took posses­ 
sion as soon as our troops with­ 
drew, 
We had in the hospital ov­ 
er four hundred sick and wounded 
men. 
We waited day after day 
for a visit from the enemy expect­ 
ing harsh and cruel, treatment for 
we were perfectly helpless. But 
not a Yankee showed himself near 
us. 
We found out later that or­ 
ders had been given that any man 
intruding upon us would be severe 
ly punished. 
At last our supplies 
of food and medicine were com 
pletely exhausted, and as a last 
resource our officers were com­ 
pelled to appeal to General Canby 
for assistance. 
He replied that 
he had no intentions of interior 
ring with the hospital, and the only 
way inwhich he could assist u* 
would be to take charge of the* 
hospital and consider us as prisv- 
oners of war. 
(lf course we were 
glad to agree to that, and he at 
once sat down and took names arid 
company numbers, took all 
our 
arms and then sent down a supply 
of food, and all the other supplies 
we needed, including his best sur­ 
geons. 
He plated a guard at the 
door, who would direfully examine 
us for concealed weapons, when 
we wished to go out, which we 
were free, to do from sun up to 
IO p. rn. 
When a sufficient num­ 
ber of our men had recovered and 
after taking their oath of parole 
he furnished them with mules and 
wagons and supplies enough to 
take them back to Texan.

tory furnishes another such rec 
ord I have failed to find it. Af­ 
ter our troops returned home they 
remained there a short time.
